DEBRIS CUTTING OUT. 


The Grass Valley, Union says that the 


fifty inches of water and spring rains have, 


with the suspension of hydraulic mining, 


caused the mountain streams to cut out 


the debris from their beds, in some places 


to the 
depth of six or eight feet. 
E s­ 


pecially in the .South Yuba is the cutting 


noticeable. 
The 
Union 
concludes 
that, 


with the streams running clear and h y­ 


draulic mining suspended, iu a few years 


the channels will lie cleared of all mining 


debris, and enable miners to return to the 


old 
methods of 
river 
mining. 
It con­ 


clude-, also, that the proof i> now at hand 


that clear water will send the debris down 


to the plains faster than if mining deposits 


were going regularly into the streams, be­ 


cause this latter, containing much heavier 


material, a good deal of it “ finds lodg­ 


ment, and is slower in moving down stream 


than would deposits meeting the direct 


action of clear water.” 


It is difficult to make out exactly what 


our contemporary means to convey. 
If it 


would have cl- infer that the valley is in 


greater (>eril from clear than front sliekens- 


Itcaring streams it is certainly not reason­ 


able, and 110 one w ill accept *' the proof ” 


as indisputable. 
Unquestionably the de­ 


bris now in the streams and canyon- will 


wash down upon us unless artificially re­ 


strained. 
Hut 
the dwellers along 
the 


lower streams will not accept the theory 


that the debris will come down faster from 


the old (lepo-it- than if contributions of 


slickens are daily poured into the mount­ 


ain stream.- above. 
But even if, for argu­ 


ment’s sake, it i- admitted, then it must 


be true that the evil will l»e of les- dura­ 


tion. 
Th at is to say, with the continuance 


of hydraulic mining 
the slickens would 


“ flow on forever,” and in no very long 


time would obviate the necessity for advo­ 


cacy of cremation in these parts, since we 


would certainly he 
buried 
whether 
wo 


willed it or not. 
But if Hear water flows, 


with the increased power of suspending 


and carrying the old deposits that it ha-, 


compared to the muddy discharges from 


active mines, the time must arrive when 


the cutting out will come, comparatively, 


to an end ; or at least when the equilibri­ 


um between de|>ositioi> from natural wash 


and the cutting capacity of the stream will 


lie established. 


But however considered, it is gratifying 


to know that cessation, even in part, of h y­ 


draulic mining, is giving ns purer water, 


and that natural forces arc lieginning to re­ 


assert themselves in the clearance of the 


streams. 
True, there Is coupled with this 


the* unpleasant fact that many millions of 


cubic feet of sand, gravel and slickens are 


being precipitated upon us. and that this 


flow must lie checked or it w ill choke, and 


possibly destroy, the navigable streams as 


we now know them, for we have got far 


away from the idea that our evening enn- 


temporary, the lice, once so industriously 


advocated, that we need the slickens to fat­ 


ten the land. 
It abandoned that theory, 


and adopted the better one that hydraulic 


m ining 
is 
not 
a 
desirable agricultural 


method. 
The R boord-L'n ion , in all the 


hydraulic mining debate, has hold that the 


deposits of slickens below the mines must 


he restrained. 
This is now accepted on 


every hand. 
The only real issue that ever 


existed tietwcen valley jieople was one of 


jadicy as to interposing obstacles while liy- 


T iikre arc two offenses that should lie wiped 
out. The first is local to Sacramento—the selec­ 
tion of a new jioliee force annually. It is an 
absurdity, and flies in the face of all economic 
laws relating to service of police officers. The 
other is the changing of text-books at a given 
time. The latter is never entered upon that 
book agents do not swarm about Boards of Edu­ 
cation, each “ out" striving to oust the “ in,” 
and each fellow with books “ in " doing his 
utmost to “ hold his grip.” Bribery, orattempt- 
cd bribery, is at these times resorted to. to the 
.-líame of the State. No matter how a School 
Director may vote, he is open to suspicion, since 
th e ” in s” are quite as free with "th e sack” as 
the “ outs." 
Ii is a bad business all around, dnd 
should lie wiped out. Our own belief is that the 
better system is forlhe State to either buy or 
have prepared the MS. of such books a- she de­ 
sires to have used in the public schools, and 
then procure them to be printed a t|th e lowest 
!>os*ibie rate, and sold at full cost. If in her 
own printing department she cun under bid 
outside publishers, then she should do the work 
herself. The m atter will enter into the next 
State campaign and may ire settled.

SE N A T E . 


T uesday, May 6 ,1884. 
The Senate met at 10 a. a.. Lieutenant-Gov­ 
ernor Daggett in the chair. Roll called, and 
quorum present. Journal of Monday read and 
approved. 
• 
Cross said there seemed to be an impression in 
some quarters that there was a desire to choke 
oft' considerate hi of the bill (Campbell's Assem­ 
bly Bill No. 14) before the Senate, which was 
not his purpose. He would, therefore, ask to 
withdraw the substitute offered by him on the 
preceding day. (.ranted. 
The Senate then proceeded to the considera­ 
tion of McCarthy’s amendment to the Campbell 
bill, providing that the successors of the pres­ 
ent Commissioners shall be elected at the gen­ 
eral election in lssd. 
McCarthy said that the object of his amend­ 
ment was to retain the present Commissioners 
in office until the expiration of the terms for 
which they were elected. He was opposed to 
legislating anybody (and especially Democrats) 
out of office without trial and conviction as 
provided by the Constitution. What right lias 
titis body to legislate these Commissioners out 
of office without a showing of cause? What 
would the Senators of this body think if they 
could be treated in that manner? Commis­ 
sioner Humphreys is a citizen o f his (McCar­ 
thy's) district; he isa Democrat who was elected 
as'Surveyor of the city and county of San Fran­ 
cisco when no other Democrat could be elected, 
lie has the respect of men of all parties in his 
district. These Commissioners’ have reduced 
freight rates some '29 per cent., and are the only 
ones who have ever yet reduced railroad charges 
in this State. If they are to he removed, let 
their removal be brought about iu a legitimate 
way. lie, for one, would he in favor o!' the np- 
pointmeut of a committee to inquire into their 
official conduct, and, if proven guilty of corrup­ 
tion. incompeteucy, or dereliction of duty, he 
would vote lor their removal; but he could not 
give his consent to turning these Democrats out 
of office without cause being shown for such re­ 
moval. The demand therefor was a piece of 
demagogy that he would not and could not in­ 
dorse. 
Johnson spoke nt considerable length against 
the amendment, and wrong the changes on all 
the worn-out sophistries of the self-styled “ re­ 
formers” of the day. 
Cross spoke against the provision in the hill 
which makes the election of Commissioners 
fake place at Presidential elections, lie thought 
it was an established fact that at these elections 
all State interests are borne down and lost sight 
of by the overshadowing questions of national 
significance. For this reason the Constitutional 
Convention had, after due deliberation ot the 
matter, refused to provide for the election of 
Railroad Commissioners at the time when Presi­ 
dential Electors are chosen. Everybody knows 
that, as a rule, the whole State ticket is elected 
or defeated just according to the vote for the 
head of the ticket. Mr. Cross th en considered 
some of the arguments offered by Mr. Johnson 
and exposed their fallacy. He called attention 
to the significant fact that the lenders of the 
opposition to Messrs. Carpenter and Humphreys 
are the verv men who were their rivals lor 
nomination to the position the latter now hold, 
and are now lobbying about the Senate to have 
these Commissioners put out of office so that 
they may lie appointed to places for which they 
were once defeated. It has been said that Messrs; 
Carpenter and 
Humphreys should lie tried 
“ before 
the 
people 
of the 
State;” 
but 
if the Seuator from Sonoma were to lie tried 
for his life, would he call that a fair tria! ? What 
opportunity would he have to put in evidence 
in his defense ? Now the present Commissioners 
were not expected to effect everything in a few 
days, or m onths; but they have, within one 
year, made great reductions in the rates of 
fares and freights. This Board lias been en­ 
dowed with judicial functions; it has formally 
heard and determined the question of special 
contracts. It found that this system involved 
questions of interstate commerce, and its final 
action thereon was determined by the law of 
the State and of the land; and yet Senators 
arise here and denounce these officials because 
they do not violate or ignore the law. 
Sullivan next stKike against the amendment, 
and went over the old ground, rehearsing the 
usual criticisms made by a few biased journals 
and aspiring iiolitieians on the history of the 
present and past Railroad Commissions. 
At 12 m. the Senate took a recess till 2 p. m. 
afTVknoon session. 
On reassembling, the Senate proceeded with 
the consideration of the amendment offered by 
McCarthy. 
spencer of Napa spoke at some length in op­ 
position to the amendment and in favor of the 
bill in its entirety. He disclaimed having any 
personal prejudice against Commissioners Uar- 
pehtcram l Humphreys, hut held that, as pul die 
officials, they had been derelict in their duties. 
He insisted that the reduced schedules of 
freights and fares adopted by the present Com­ 
mission were deceptive and not in the interests 
of the people. Mr. Spencer spoke for two hours 
and a quarter, and was attentively listened to. 
He was followed by Kellogg, who said he was 
in favor of the amendment, hut would vote 
against the bill oil its passage. It was the key­ 
note for the calling ot this extra session. The 
proposition is simply to get hold of these offices 
for somebody else.

LaRue in the chair. The journal of Monday was 
approved.

(’utter introduced the following bill, which 
was referred to the Committee on Ways and 
M eans: 
An Act to regulate the vocation of fishing, and 
to provide therefrom revenue for the support of 
the government of the State. 
The People of the State of California, repre­ 
sented in Senate and Assembly, do enact- as fol­ 
lows: 
Section 1. Kvery person engaged in the voca­ 
tion of fishing in the public waters of this State, 
who shall use a boat and a net for the purpose 
! «»i'such fishing, must first procure a license he- 
fore engaging in such vocation. The Controller 
of State must prepare suitable licenses, of the 
clase s designated by the Fish Commissioners, 
which shall purport to license the holder of the 
license to fi>n in the public waters of the .State 
with nets and by a boat in the comity therein 
named for the térra of one year, from the first 
day <»f June of one year to the first day of June 
of the next succeeding year. The licenses shall 
Ik* numbered consecutively, beginning with 
number one. and shall contain blanks for the 
insertion of the name of the holder, the 
name of the couutv where his vocation is to be 
exercised, and. if needed, the name of the l*mt. 
The license- must be signed by the Controller, 
and delivered to the Fish Commissioners upon 
demand, who must be charged therefor by the 
Controller. Each license, Ik1 fore delivery to the 
applicant for a license, m ust Ik* countersigned 
by the President of the Board of Fish Commis­ 
sioners. The num ber of the license must be 
displayed by the holder of the license on each 
side of the stem of the boat, in length not less 
than four inches, and a failure to so display the 
number within five days after receipt of the 
license works a forfeiture of the license. The 
owner or user of each fishing boat worked by 
less than three men must pay an annual license 
of $5, and theow ner or user of each boat worked 
by three or more men must pay an annual li­ 
cense of *2 5y for each man so employed. 
Section *2. The said licenses must be collected 
by the Kish Commissioners, or some one desig­ 
nated, by them for that purpose, and each of the 
Commissioners and sucn person designated to 
collect the license, is hereby empowered to ar- 
resL any person fishing or using a boat or net for 
tistnng*without a license, contrary to the pro­ 
blems «»f Section 1 of this Act. and the Commis­ 
sioners may reserve out of the proceeds of the 
collection of such licenses fifteen per cent, for 
sendees for such collection. 
Section 3. The money collected from licenses, 
le-s the ]K*rcentages ‘deducted, must by the 
Compiled oners be paid into the State Treasury, 
which shall constitute a fund to la* called “ The 
Fish Commission fund." Said fund shall be ap­ 
plicable to the payment of expenses of propa­ 
gating, protecting, restoring and introducing 
fi.-h in the public waters of the State, and those 
incurred in the prosecution of offenders against 
the provisions of this Act. the expenses, travel­ 
ing and otner, of the Commissioners, and a 
reasonable compensation for each day employed 
by the Commissioners in the discharge of their 
duty, which compensation must be fixed by the 
State Board of Examiners. The said fund is 
hereby appropriated for the payment of the ex­ 
pense* anu compensation above providedihr, to 
la* drawn upon the warrant of the Controller. 
Section Í. All Acts and parts of Acts, so fur as 
they conflict with this Act. are hereby repealed. 
Section 5. This Act goes into effect immedi­ 
ately.

E ds. Recobd-Umox : 
The Democratic 
Convention held here last Saturday proved 
to he one of the m ost extraordinary farces 
that ever assembled anyw here under the 
nam e of a Convention. The eineh element 
managed, by methods that w ill be explain­ 
ed further on, to obtain the organization, 
and from the first showed a disposition to 
carry everything in total disregard of every 
principle of decency and right. 
As usual 
the respectable, conservative elem ent of the 
party had been rather careless about watch­ 
ing the prim aries. Placerville is the only 
place where any considerable effort was 
made. Two tickets were in the field, and 
some fifteen or sixteen of the prom inent 
cinchcrs were told that they were not 
wanted in that Convention. 
Most of them 
ace men who have howled on both sides of 
every issue th at has been before the people, 
and who have never doné anything but 
harm to any and every p arty' that they 
have been connected w ith. 
Among the re­ 
jected ones were the present Chairm an and 
Secretary of the County Central Committee, 
and the editors of the only Democratic 
paper in the county, the Mountain Demo­ 
crat. 
This gives some idea of the political in­ 
fluence of that paper. 
Yet these men, who 
had been repudiated by the Democratic 
■voters of Placerville, came into the Con­ 
vention with their pockets bristling with 
proxies th at they had obtained by various 
means in outside, obscure precincts. These 
men, who had been told that they were not 
wanted there, im pudently forced their ob­ 
noxious presence upon the Convention, and 
made themselves the most prom inent in 
the debates and the urging of resolutions 
that, w ithout doing any possible good, 
could only injure the party by causing dis­ 
sension and strife. 
The honest Democrats of El Dorado 
county arc at present partly at the mercy 
of these men. The leaders of these cinchcrs 
and proxy grabbers have control of 
County < cutral ('ommittee. They appoint 
ed this Convention to he held four week: 
earlier than it is usual or necessary to hole 
such Convention. They did this, as every 
one knows, in order that the Democratic 
voters throughout the county m ight not 
have tim e and an opportunity in m any 
cases to regularly select their delegates. 
This gave the proxy-grabbers a chance to 
carry on tlieir dirty work. 
There was no 
representation from eleven precincts. The 
Chairm an, whom the cinchera managed to 
elect by a m ajority of II». was also in the 
Convention on a proxy, not having been 
elected from his own little precinct, Dia­ 
mond Springs. 
The business of the Convention went 
along sm oothly enough till the considera­ 
tion of a resolution relative to the action of 
the Governor in calling an extra session 
was taken up. 
After an am endm ent had 
been moved and seconded, thcf'luurm an, 
in shameless disregard of all usage and de­ 
spite the earnest protestations of many, put 
the original motion. 
It was a. viva voce 
vote, and the demoniacal yell that went up 
from the side of the cinchers and some of 
their sympathizers in the hack scats was 
enough to raise tlio dead. 
The other side 
of the house had hardly a chance to utter 
their " noes " when the Chairm an yelped 
out that the “ ayes " had it. 
Cries for a di­ 
vision w ent up from all parts of th e house. 
The conservatives were coufidcu^ that, al­ 
though they had not made as m uch noise, 
they were in the m ajority on this vote, ¡is 
m any who had voted the other way on the 
organization had expressed themselves as 
not being in favor of jeopardizing the suc­ 
cess of the party in the coming great na­ 
tional campaign by passing resolutions of 
a local and 
personal 
character in 
a 
Convention that had only to deal with na­ 
tional issues. 
As soon :i' he could get on 
Lis feet adelegate called fo ra division. The 
Chairm an responded that he had ¡riven his 
decision, and that lie would not take lip 
the consideration of the vote again. Three 
several and distinct times he was asked to 
allow a division an d as many times refused. 
To the astonishm ent and disgust of all but 
the unscrupulous demogogues w ho were 
w ith him , he disregarded all remonstrances 
agaiti>t so outrageous and unjust a proceed­ 
ing. and compelled the Secretary to read 
the next thing 011 tire order of business. 
He would not have resorted to so violent 
and cowardly a course, if he had not been 
confident that a fair vote would he fatal to 
his side. 
Knowing that if the votes were 
counte»! his decision would he reversed, he 
was determ ined that no consideration of 
the vote should come before the Conven­ 
tion again, and called loudly for the next 
thing 011 the order of business. 
So low, dirty and contem ptible a ruse 
might have been successful in ward poli­ 
tics thirty years agi 1, hut the decent elem ent 
in the Convention, astounded at so sham e­ 
less and sneaking a course, and not wishing 
to parley further and thus recognize so out­ 
rageous a proceeding as a Convention of 
their party, quietly retired from the room, 
leaving the seals 011 one side of the house 
alm ost empty. The Secretary left his desk 
and unfinished minutes. 
Many Democrats 
who had grown gray in the service, and 
many young m en who had gone into the 
Convention Imping that there would lie in 
its proceedings a harm ony that would fore­ 
cast a certain trium ph for their party this 
fall, were compelled to leave the Conven­ 
tion full of ilisapisiiutm ent aud disgust. 
They recognized the fact that, after the i 
action of the Chairman in disregarding 
the demands fo ra division, that Conven­ 
tion was turned into little short of a disor­ 
derly mob, not deserving the respect of any 
holiest, intelligent and im partial voter, 
j They only fish e d to have their votes 
counted, as was their privilege. 
They only 
wished Vo he sure that the rabble in the 
‘ rear of the opposition were not voting 
against them , 
lieing refused this, their 
only course was to withdraw, leaving the 
I buliiragigng crowd to earrv out their own 
j sweet will. This they did to their satisfac- 
| tion. 
In fact, so pleased were they with 
! themselves and their work, that m any of 
them seriously proposed that they should 
hold over for the next County Convention. 
During the week some of them had made 
: 11'wisis as to what they were going todo, 
and w hat resolutions they were going to 
pa<- in condemnation of the Railroad « 0111- 
tni—iotters and .Judge Irwin's course in the 
Assembly, 
lhit. although after the w ith­ 
drawal they had hardly a dissenting vote, 
they did not dare to pass ,,r even offer any 
such resolutions. They knew that to do so 
w ould he to fly in the face of the great, re­ 
spectable, thinking majority of both parties 
in this county. The only resolution passed 
by the Convention, and" that was qcconi- 
p ¡shed in the m anner mentioned a hove, 
w is a resolution indorsing the action of the 
G ivenior in calling an extra session for 
railroad tax m at­ 
t r. The resolution does not.say anything 
c incoming tla: fact that the Governor had 
included the acts of two of the Railroad 
Commissioners among the reasons for his 
call, and by tliiS ominous silence of the 
resolution tlie Governor is virtitally not in- 
dor-ed in this part of his action. 
Tlie reso­ 
lution had also nothing to say cAnccming 
Judge Irw in's course in the Assembly. 
Thus, despite the ill-gotten proxies, the 
resolutions, the snap judgm ents and other 
dirty work of the cinchers, to'ali intents 
and purposes the decent element in that 
' onvention won a victory. 
The loud­ 
m outhed demagogues, though they had 
th e Dower, ilid not. dare to cepsurc two of 
El Do ado county's ablest and móstjfrnlous 
servants. They did not dare to censure the 
men who, after years of service in many 
capacities..have proved thcniselves to be 
able, hnnqfct arid efficient, and m en of 
whom every decent voter mi the county is 
justly proud.
